The Salute is defined generally as a greeting with a sign of welcome, love or 
deference. In a military way, between individuals it has come to mean a certain 
act or attitude, including the raising of the right hand to the forehead. 

: If we delve into history, we find that some form of salutation has been in ef- 
fect as far back as there is any authentic knowledge of the human race. Primari- 
ly the salutation meant "wishing health" and was tendered to one's friends, or of- 
fered to a person to whom was owed allegiance. Among these salutations are includ- 
ed embraces, rubbing noses or sniffing, kissing, weeping, cowering, bowing, kneel- 
ing, and handshaking. 

A special form of salute has been recognized among military persons since an- 
cient times. It was generally some form of raising the right hand to show that 
the use of a weapon was not intended and that the person rendering it was off 
guard, so to speak. In modern times this form of salute varies from the mere 
touching of the forehead or the cap to the utmost extension of the arm, with palm 
open or fist closed. Frequently there is an exaggerated motion toward the firma- 
ment, and this is sometimes accompanied by an exclamation of fealty. 

The American Army has always carefully nourished the salute and when given 
properly it is an act of dignity and good breeding. Troops who salute properly 
are always well disciplined. One of the commonest errors into which civilians 
fall, is to believe that the salute is meaningless and that soldiers and officers 
wish to be free of it. Nothing could be farther from the truth. The salute indi- 
cates a bond between military men and is the sign of fraternity membership. 

There are of course many amusing and interesting sides to the military sa- 
lute and over a period of many years it has, on occasion, taken severe punishment. 
It was once abolished in Soviet Russia as an aristocratic and therefore undemocra - 
tic tradition. In the former days of the U.S. Army one could often tell a newly 
appointed officer, fresh from civil life, by his apologetic salute. On the other 
hand, senior officers were often remiss in returning the salute and a distinguish 
ed officer of our Army once related his astonishment on reporting in the Far West 
to a celebrated Indian fighter who at the moment was deeply engrossed in some of- 
ficial papers. The General (for he was the General although he wore no star at 
the time) was distinguished not only for his fighting ability but by a large beard 
which he sometimes tied up with a shoe lace, and he merely found time to acknow- 


ledge the newcomer's salute by wagging his right thumb.
